BE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met.  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  assent  of  this  commonwealth  be.  and  the  same  is  here- 
by given,  to  the  provisions  mentioned  and  contained  in  an  act  of 
the  legislature  of  the  state  of  New  Jersey,  passed  the  twenty- 
eighth  day  of  November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twen- 
ty-two, entitled,  "Ad  act  further  supplementary  to  an  act  enti- 
tled, 'An  act  to  regulate  the  fisheries  in  the  river  Delaware,  and 
for  other  purposes/  passed  the  twenty-sixth  of  November,  one 
thousand  eight  honored  and  eight,"  except  the  proviso  to  the 
first  section  of  said  act,  which  permits  the  owners  or  occupiers  ot 
eddy  fisheries*  above  the  tide  water,  to  begin  to  fish  at  twelve 
o'clock  on  Sunday  night.  And  the  said  act  of  the  state  of 
New  Jersey,  except  the  proviso  aforesaid,  is  hereby  adopted,  ra- 
tified and  confirmed  by  this  commonwealth,  and  the  provisions 
thereof,  except  so  far  as  the«ame  are  modified  or  altered  by  this 
act,  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  within  this  commonwealth, 
and  the  said  act  of  the  state  of  New  Jersey  shall  be  annexed  to 
this  act,  and  be  published  in  the  same  manner  as  the  laws  usual- 
ly are;  and*  the  Governor  shall  likewise  cause  an  exemplified 
copy  thereof,  to  be  deposited  in  the  Secretary's  office  of  this 
commonwealth,  and  transmit  an  attested  copy  of  this  aet  to  the 
Governor  of  the  state  of  New  Jersey. 

Shot.  £.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid*

Sect.  6,  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid, 
That  all  and  every  part  of  the  several  acts  to  which  this  is  m  sup- 
plement, as  are  hereby  altered  and  supplied,  together  with  the 
supplement,  enacted  March  thirty  first,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  twenty-one,  so  far  as  the  said  acts  respect  the  river 
Delaware,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed:  Provided,  That 
the  said  repeal  shall  in  no  wise  affect  any  vested  rights,  or  make 
void  any  proceedings  legally  had,  or  done,  or  commenced  under 
the  same;  but  the  same  shall  be  prosecuted  to  lodgment  and  exe- 
cution, as  though  the  said  acts  were  not  repealed.

£srther  supplementary  to  an  act  entitled,  "An  act  to  regulate  the  fishe- 
ries in  the  river  Delaware,  and  for  other  purposes,"  passed  the  twen- 
ty-sixth of  November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight. 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  Council  and  General  Assembly  of  this 
slate,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  if  any  pereon  or  persons 
whomsoever,  shall  cast,  draw,  or  in  any  wise  make  use  of  any 
aeine  or  net  in  the  river  Delaware,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
state,  from  sunset  on  Saturday,  until  sunrise  on  Monday  of  each 
and  every  week,  he,  she,  or  they,  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars!  together  with  th« 


costs  of  0oi t,  for  etch  and  etery  offence:  Provided*  That  nothing 
is  this  section  contained,  shall  prevent  the  owners  or  oceopiers 
tf  eddy  fisheries  above  the  tide  water,  from'  beginning  to  fish  at 
twelve  o'clock  on  Sunday  night 

II.  And  be  U  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  whomso- 
ever, shall  cast,  draw,  or  otherwise  use,  for  the  purpose  of  catch- 
ing-fish, more  than  one  seine  or  net,  in  any  one  pool  or  fishing 
place  in  the  river  Delaware,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  state, 
on,  opposite,  or  above  the  lowest  or  south-west  end  of  Newbold's 
or  Biddle's  island,  from  thence  down  as  far  as  the  concurrent 
jurisdiction  of  this  state  and  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  extends; 
more  than  two  seines  or  nets  in  any  one  pool  or  fishing  place, 
within  any  one  term  of  twenty  four  hours,  beginning  at  sunrise 
and  ending  on  sunrise  the  day  following,  or  shall  be  aiding  or  as* 
slating  therein,  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
act,  he,  she,  or  they  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  ana  fifty  dollars,  together  with  costs  of  suit,  for 
each  and  every  such  offence:  Provided  always,  That  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  .persons,  who,  by  accident  or 
otherwise,  may  be  deprived  of  the  use  of  the  seine  or  net  first 
ued  in  any  pool  or  fishing  place,  iq  any  term  of  twenty-four 
hoars,  to  withdraw  the  same  and  substitute  another'seine  or  net 
in  the  place  of  the  one  so  withdrawn. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted*  That  if  any  person  shall  cast,  draw,  or 
otherwise  make  use  of  any  seine  or  net,  of  a  larger  mesh  than 
three  inches,  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish  in  the  river  Dela- 
ware, within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  state,  below  the  head  of 
Trenton  falls,  between  the  last  day  of  May  and  the  tenth  of 
June;  and  between  the  tenth  day  of  June,  and  the  tenth  day 
•f  July,  in  any  year,  of  any  net  more  than  fifty  yards  in  length; 
and  above  the  head  of  Trenton  falls,  of  any  seine  or  net  of  a  lar- 
ger mesh  than  two  inches,  'and  more  than  fifty  yards  in  length, 
between  the  last  day  of  May  and*  the  tenth  day  of  July,  in  any 
jear,  be,  she  or  they,  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum 
tf  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollar*,  together  with  costs  of  suit,  for 
each  anil  every  offence. 

IV.  Aid  be  it  enacted,  That  the  owner  or  possessor  of  every 
nshery  upon  the  river  Delaware,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
ttate,  his  tenant  or  agent,  shall,  before  he  occupies  the  same  as  a 
khery,  give  to  the  elerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
«HiQty  wherein  such  fishery,  Or  the  greatest  part  thereof,  may  be, 
J  description  in  writing  of  bis,  her,  or  their  pool  or  fishing  place, 
designating  the  beginning  and  ending:  point,  and  the  extent  there- 
of on  the  river  shore,  together  with  the  name  of  the  township  and 
«»Mty  in  which  it  is  situated,  and  the  number  of  men  generally 
•opioyed  in  fishing  the  same;  and  shall  also  enter  into  bond  with 
9Qe  or  more  sufficient  sureties  to  the  clerk  of  the  said  county, 
*ad  his  successors  in  office,  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  hundred  dot* 
<*rs,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  all  fines  and  penalties  crea- 
ted or  given  by  this  act,  or  the  act  or  acta  to  which  this  is  a  sup- 
plement, that  shall  and  may  be  incurred  and  recovered  for  any 
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Infraction  of,  or  offence  against  the  said  act  or  acts,  committal 
at  such  fishery  by  bis,  her  or  their  command  or  permission,  dor- 
log  his,  her  or  their  occupying  the  aaid  fishery,  personally  or  by 
tenant,  which  said  description  and  bond  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
•aid  elerk  to  file  in  hia  office,  and  give  a  certificate  thereof  to  the 
person  producing  the  same,  on  being  paid  fifty  cents,  which 
said  bond  shall  be  a  security  for  all  such  penalties  as  may  be 
recovered  against  the  said  owner  or  possessor,  tenant  or  agent, 
during  the  time  he,  she  or  they  may  occupy  the  same.

entered  his,  her  or  thejr  fishery  as  aforesaid,  or  at  any  place  in 
the  said  river  Delaware,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  state, 
fhan  at,  in,  or  opposite  the  shore  boundaries  of  a  pool  or  fishing 
place,  described  and  entered  in  the  manner  preserved  in  the

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  ne  lawful  for  any 
owner  or  owners;  possessor  or  possessors,  of  any  shore  on  the 
river  Delaware,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  state,  below  the 
Trenton  bridge,  having  entered  the  same  as  a  fishery,  and  given 
bond  ill  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  fourth  sectiou  of  this  act, 
Jo  fish  the  same,  in  front  and  opposite  the  bounds  thereof,  with  a 
sweeping  or  shore  seine,  or  net,  or  a  gilling  seine  or  drift  net: 
frovujed  always,  That  if  he,  she  or  they,  use  a  gilling  or  drift 
net,  the  mesh  thereof  shall  not  be  larger  than  six  inches  and  a 
half,  and  the  said  net  shall  not  be  more  than  sixty  fathoms  in 
Jength;  and  the  boat  or  boats  used  at  such  gilling  seine  or  drift- 
fief  qshery,  shall  have  the  name  or  names,  and  place  or  places  of

VI L  And  be  it^enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall 
be  fiund  making  use  of  a  gilling  seine  or  drift  net,  in  the  river 
Deh  ware,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  state,  and  within  the  li  .nits 
of  the  concurrent  jurisdiction  of  this  state  and  the  state  of  Penn- 
sylvania, without  having  first  entered  his  gilling  seine  or  drift- 
net  osherv*  and  riven  bond  as  aforesaid,  or  beyond  the  angles 
of  the  shore  boundaries  of  the  said  fisheries  so  entered,  or  with  a 
mesh  larger  than  six  inches  and  a  half,  or  with  a  net  longer  than 
sixty  fathoms,  between  the  first  day  of  March  and  the  tenth  day 
of  July,  of  each  and  every  year,  he,  she  or  tbey,  so  offending, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
together  with  the  costs  of  suit,  for  eaeh  and  every  such  offence. 

VIU.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  township  committee  of  each 
township  adjoining  the  said  river  Delaware,  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  this  state,  may,  every  year  at  their  first  meeting  after 
their  election,  appoint  one  constable,  of  their  respective  town- 
ships, whose  duty  it  shall  be,  having  taken  an  oath  or  affirmation 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  of  the  township  in  which  he  resides, 
that  he  will,  without  fear,  favor  or  affection  to  any,  endeavor  to 
execute  this  act.  and  the  act  or  acts  to  which  this  is  a  supple-

That  if  any  constable,  of  any  township 
in  this  state,  adjoining  the  river  Delaware,  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  do  and  perform  the  duty  enjoined  upon  him  by  this  act,  or  the 
ict  or  acts  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  or  to  carry  the  same 
into  effect  against,  any  offenders  within  his  own  view  or  know- 
ledge, or  upon  (be  information  of  any  credible  witness,  he  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  neglect,  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  together  with  the  costs  of  suit* 

X.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall,  by 
threat,  menace  or  otherwise,  attempt  to  deter  or  prevent  any 
constable,  collector,  or  any  other  person,  from  enforcing  or  car- 
rying into  effect  this  act,  or  the  act  or  acts  to  which  this  is  a  sup- 
plement, or  any  part  thereof,  he  or  they  so  offending,  shall  forfeit 
tod  pay  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  with  costs  of  suit,  for 
each  and  every  such  offence. 

XI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collec- 
tor! of  the  several  towiihips  adjoining  the  river  Delaware,  with-! 
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in  this  state,  to  prosecute  Tor  any  fines  and  penalties  within  the 
limits  of  their  respective  townships,  under  this  act,  or  the  act  to 
which  (big  is  a  supplement,  whicn  come  to  their  knowledge,  by 
their  own  view,  or  the  information  of  one  or  more  credible  wit- 
nesses. 

XII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  in  all  and  every  action  or  suit 
for  any  fine  or  penalty  given  or  created  by  this  act,  or  the  act  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement,  the  person  prosecuting,  shall  or  may 
sue  by  warrant  or  summons,  in  case  the  same  1s  commenced  in 
the  court  for  the  trial  of  small  causes,  and  by  capias  ad  respon- 
dendum or  summons,  in  case  the  action  is  commenced  in  any 
other  court,  any  law,  usage  or  custom  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. 

XIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall 
be  found  making  use  of  any  boat,  seine,  net,  or  other  tackling,  in 
the  river  Delaware,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  state,  contrary 
to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  or  the  act  or  acts  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement,  he  or  they  so  offending  shall,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  fine  and  penalties  aforesaid,  forfeit  the  boat  or  boats, 
seine  or  seines,  net  or  nets,  or  other  tackling  so  made  use  of,  and 
that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  atl  the  sheriffs  and  constables,  and 
may  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  to  seize  and  secure  any 
such  boat,  seine,  net,  or  other  tackling  as  aforesaid,  and  immedi- 
ately thereafter  give  information  to  two  justices  of  the  peace  of 
the  county  where  such  seizures  shall  have  been  made,  who  are 
fcfereby  required  and  empowered  to  meet,  at  such  time  and  place 
as  they  shall  appoint,  for  the  trial  thereof,  and  bear  and  deter- 
mine the  same,  in  a  summary  manner;  and  in  case  the  same  shall 
be  condemned,  it  shall  be  sold  by  the  order  and  under  the  direc-

That  after  the  next  election  for  borough  officers,  agreeably  to  the 
act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  the  citizens  of  the  said  borough, 
who  may  be  entitled  to  vote  for  members  of  the  legislators  of 
this  commonwealth,  shall  annually,  on  the  day  appointed  by  law 
for  eleeting  township  constables,  meet  together  at  the  court 
house  in  the  said  borough,  and  then  anil  there  elect  by  ballot, 
one  reputable  freeholder  to  be  Chief  Burgess,  one  other  reputa- 
ble freeholder  to  be  Second  Buigess,  and  five  reputable  persons 
to  be  Assistant  Burgesses,  whose  duty  it  shati  be  to  advise  and 
assist  the  said  Burgesses  in  the  execution  of  the  duties,  powers 
and  authorities  given  by  this  act,  or  the  act  to  which  it  is  sup* 
plementary;  all  which  said  offi  ers  shall  be  citizens  of  this  com- 
monwealth, qualified  to  vote  as  aforesaid,  and  who  are  actually 
resident  within  the  said  borough:  Provided*  That  no  person  so 
elected  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  compelled  to  serve  more  than  fosr 
successive  years  in  any  term  of  five. 

Sect.  g.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid. 
That  the  said  burgesses  and  assistant  burgesses,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  are  hereby  authorised  and  required,  as  soon  after  their 
elections  as  conveniently  may  be,  to  meet  an/d  appoint  annually, 
one  high  constable  and  one  (own  clerk,  who  shall  perform  all 
the  duties  and  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  contained  in  this 
act,  or  the  act  to  which  it  is  a  supplement:  Provided.  That  they 
shall  not  be  compelled  to  aecve  for  more  than  four  successive 
years  in  any  term  of  five,  and  which  said  officers  may  be  removed 
from  office  by  the  said  burgesses  and  assistant  burgesses  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  the  chief  burgess  being  one,  whenever  in  their 
opinion  the  interests  of  the  said  borough  shall  require  it,  and 
dther  persons  appointed  in  their  places.  And  the  said  burgesses 
and  assistant  burgesses,  or  a  majority  of  them  are  hereby  further 
authorised  to  appoint  all  such  other  officers  within  the  said  bo- 
rough as  may  be  found  necessary  and  proper  to  carry  into  effect 
the  provisions  of  this  act  or  the  act  to  which  it  is  a  supplement, 
and  the  same  from  time  to  time  to  alter  and  remove  as  may  be 
thought  advisable  and  proper. 

Sect.  S.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid. 
That  the  burgesses  and  assistant  burgesses  of  the  said  borough  of 
West  Chester,  shall  have  all  the  rights,  powers  and  authority 
over  the  roads  and  highways  in  the  said  borough,  that  now  are 
or  hereafter  may  be  vested  by  law  in  supervisors  of  highways; 
and  the  said  burgesses  and  assistant  burgesses,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  make  all  such  ordi- 
nances, rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  deemed  by  them  neces- 
sary and  proper  for  improving  the  said  roads,  highways,  street* 
and  alleys  within  the  said  borough,  and  for  removing  nuisances 
and  obstructions  therefrom,  and  generally  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  make  all  such  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations 
as  they  may  consider  necessary  and  proper  for  ihe  well-ordering, 
better  government  and  genera)  improvement  of  the  said  borough, 
and  fhe  same  to  annul,  alter  or  make  anew  as  occasion  may  re- 
quire, and  which  they  are  hereby  authorised  to  enforce  and  carry 
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into  effect,  provided  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  commonwealth;  and 
the  said  harnesses  and  assistant  burgesses  or  a  majority  of  them 
are  hereby  further  authorised  and  empowered,  to  levy,  assess 
and  collect  as  often  as  may  be  necessary,  a  tax  or  taxes  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  the*provisionft  of  (his  act  or  the  act  to  which 
it  is  supplementary,  into  full  effect:  Provided,  however.  That  Proviso, 
no  assessment  of  taxes  for  borough  purposes,  except  for  improv- 
ing and  repairing  the  streets,  roads  and  highways  in  said  borough 
stall  embrace  more  than  ten  acres  of  land  of  any  one  plantation, 
in  which  assessment  the  buildings  shall  be  included:  Jlnd  pro- 
vided, That  no  tax  or  taxes  shall  be  laid  by  them,  in  any  one  2d  Proviso, 
year  to  exceed  one  half  cent  in  the  dollar  on  the  valuation  of  tax-  f£laUv* t0 
able  property,  taken  from  the  last  assessment,  until  the  same  is  xeb* 
agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  electors  at  a  town  meeting  assem- 
bled for  that  purpose,  called  together  by  the  said  burgesses  and 
assistant  burgesses,  or  by  a  request  in  writing,  to  the  said  bur- 
gesses, of  at  least  six  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  borough,  duly 
qualified  to  elect  as  aforesaid,  when  said  burgesses  shall  require 
the  high  constable  to  give  five  days  notice  of  such  intended  town 
meeting,  by  advertisements  fixed  up  in  not  less  than  six  of  the 
most  public  places  within  the  said  borough,  notifying  the  time 
and  object  of  the  said  town  meeting.  And  all  taxes,  which  may 
be  assessed  or  laid  within  the  said  borough,  shall  as  near  as  the 
same  is  practicable,  be  conformable  to  the  laws  of  this  common- 
wealth for  raising  county  rates  and  levies. 

Sect.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  aU  officers  appointed  in  the  said  borough  shall,  annu-  officers  to 
ally,  or  oftener  if  necessary,  render  an  account  of  all  money  render  their' 
and  property  which  may  come  into  their  hands,  or  for  which  they  accounts  an- 
may  be  accountable,  and  of  all  expenditures  made"  by  them,  to  nuaUv* 
the  Raid  burgesses  and  assistant  burgesses,  and  which  accounts 
ahaii  be  examined,  adjusted  and  settled  by  the  said  burgesses 
and  assistant  burgesses.

Sect.  1.  SB  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  president  and  managers  of  the  Pittsburg  and  Steuben- 
ville, Washington  and  Pittsburg  turnpike  road  companies,  are 
hereby. authorised  to  make  or  eause  to  be  made,  so  much  of  the 
said  roads  as  is  not  completed,  in  the  following  manner,  to  wit: 
AH  the  timber  shall  be  taken  out  by  the  roots  and  removed  from 
the  roads,  they  shall  be  at  least  two  feet  higher  in  the  centre 
than  at  the  sides,  and  they  shall  be  well  and  sufficiently  ditched 
so  as  to  carry  off  the  water  and  keep  the  roads  in  their  founda- 
tion firm  and  dry,  so  as  to  secure  a  solid  foundation,  a  smooth 
and  firm  surface,  and  shall  be  constructed  of  such  materials  as 
the  nature  of  the  ground  along  which  the  roads  may  pass  will 
admit  of,  and  such  as  the  president  and  managers  may  think 
proper  to  adopt,  and  in  all  respects  to  conform  to  the  artificial 
road  from  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  through  Butler  and  Mereer,  to 
Meadville. 

Sect.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid, 
That  the  Governor  be  and  is  hereby  authorised  and  required,  to 
draw  his  warrant  on  the  State  Treasurer,  in  favor  of  the  presi- 
dent and  managers  of  the  Washington  and  Pittsburg  turnpike 
road  company,  for  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  sum  heretofore  authorised  to  be  paid  to  the  said  com- 
pany, for  the  stock  subscribed  by  the  Governor  on  behalf  of  the 
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commonwealth;  and  the  said  president  and  managers  are  here* 
by  authorised  to  expend  the  same  towards  erecting  two  substan- 
tial bridges  over  Chartiers  creek,  where  the  said  turnpike  road 
crosses  the  same,  in  the  county  of  Allegheny:  Provide^,  That  PtoyUo. 
this  act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  impair  the  just  and  law- 
ful claims  of  persons  who  have  done  work,  labor  or  service  on 
the  said  road. 

Sect.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  afore- 
md>  That  the  said  president  and  managers  are  hereby  author-  How  money 
iscd  to  draw  their  warrants  on  the  State  Treasurer,  who  is  here-  is  to  be 
by  directed  to  pay  the  same,  for  one-fourth  of  said  sure,  when  drawn. 
they  shall  have  entered  into  contracts  for  the  erection  of  the 
said  bridges,  for  one  other  fourth  when  the  abutments  shall  be  built, 
one  other  fourth  when  the  frames  of  said  bridges  shall  be  erect- 
ed, and  the  remaining  fourth  when  the  bridges  shall  be  comple- 
ted. 

Sect.  4.  Aid  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  Repealing

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Repre- 
sentative* of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  As- 
sembly met9  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  all  and  every  of  the  persons,  who  shall,  at  the  time  of  pas-  Corporation

"The  Pennsylvania  Agricultural  Society,"  and  by  the  said  name 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall, be  able  to  sue  and  be 
Sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  record  and 
elsewhere,  and  to  purchase,  receive,  have,  hold  and  enjoy 
to  them  and  their  successors,  any  property  of  what  nature 
or  kind  so  ever,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  and  the  same  from  time 
to  time  to  sell,  grant,  demise,  alien,  or  dispose  of.  And  also  to 
make  and  have  a  common  seal*  and  the  same  to  break,  alter  or 
renew,  al  pleasure,  and  to  ordain  and  establish,  and  put  in  exe- 
cution such  bye-la*s,  ordinances  and  regulations  as  shall  appear 
neeessary  and  convenient  for  the  good  government  of  the  corpo- 
ration aforesaid,  not  being  contrary  to  the  constitution  and  taws 
of  the  Uuptted  States  or  tfiose  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  gener- 
ally to  do  all  and  singular  the  matters  and  things  which  to  them 
it  shall  lawfully  appertain  to  do,  for  the  well  being  and  g«od 
management  of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation.  Provided.  That 
the  clear  yearly  income  of  the  whole  estate  of  -said  corporation 
shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundted  dollars. 

Sect.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid* 
That  all  the  monies,  property  and  effects,  of  what  nature  or  kind 
soever,  in  any  wise  belonging  to,  or  held  and  claimed  by  the 
aforesaid  society,  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  this  act,  shall  be 
vested  in  the  corporation' hereby  established.  * 

Sect.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  afore- 
said.  That  the  said  corporation  shall,  on  the  second  Saturday  of 
January,  yearly  and  in  every  year,  elect  by  ballot  and  a  rnajority 
of  votes,  one  president,  five  vice  presidents,  twenty  directors, 
one  corresponding  secretary,  one  treasurer,  one  recording  secre- 
tary, and  two  assistant  recording  secretaries:  Provided,  That 
the  persons  who  shall  hold  the  said  offices,  at  the  time  of  the 
passing  of  this  act,  shall  be  and  remain  the  officers  of  the  society, 
until  the  second  Saturday  in  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twenty-four:  Ana  provided  further.  That  in 
case  an  election  shall  not  have  been  held  on  the  day  directed  by 
this  act,  the  said  corporation  shall  not  for  that  cause  be  deemed 
to  be  dissolved;  but  it  shall  be  lawful  on  any  other  day,  wjthin 
three  calendar  months  thereafter,  to  hold  and  make  an  election 
of  said  -officers,  in  such  manner  as  shall  have  been  provided  by 
the  bye  laws  of  said  society;  and  in  case  of  any  vacancy  oc- 
curring in  the  respective  offices  aforesaid,  such  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  at  the  next  quarterly  or  stated  meeting  alter  it  shall  have 
occurred. 

Sect.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the- authority  aforesaid, 
Th$t  the  said  society  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  in  every  year 
on  spch  days  as  they  shall  appoint  by  their  bve  laws  for  the  pur- 
pose of  an  exhibition  and  cattle  show,  which,  meetings  shall  be 
held  in  the  following  order  successively,  to  wit:— In  Montgom- 
ery, Chester,  Delaware  and  Philadelphia  counties,  at  such  places 
not  less  than  ten  miles  distant  from  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  as 
shall  be  determined  upon  by  a  majority  of  the  directors  for  the 
time  being:  Provided ,  SucWexaibitions  shall  not  be  held  in  an*  at 
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the  aforesaid  counties,  except  those  who  contribute  to  the  support 
of  the  society  hereby  incorporated,  by  paying;  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars  per  annum,  for  each  representative  they  may  be  entitled 
to  send  tp  the  House  of  Representatives  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Sect.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  afore-

form  a  fund  for  the  payment  of  such  rewards  and  premiums  as 
shall,  by  said  society,  be  adjudged  to  the  persons  whose  enter* 
prize,  skill  and  industry  shall  merit  them;    Provided,  always,        . 
That  the  monies  which  are  directed  to  he  paid  to  the  Phi  lad  el-  ProTlfo- 
phia  Society^  for  promoting  agriculture,  by  the  act  entitled  "  An 
aet  for  the  promotion  of  agriculture  and  domestic  manufactures," 
passed  the  sixth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eijght  hundred  and 
twenty,  shall  hereafter  be  paid  to  the  society  incorporated  by 
this  aet,  and  not  to  the  said  Philadelphia  Society  as  heretofore, 
any  thing  in  the  said  act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Sect.  &  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid, 
That  the  said  society  shall,  at  a  stated  general  meeting,  as  early  of  rewards, 
in  each  year  as  shall  be  convenient,  fit  and  determine  upon 
soch  objects  as  in  their  judgment  are  entitled  to  encouragement 
by  rewards,  and  shall  fix,  ascertain  and  publish  in  such  manner 
as  shall  be  directed  by  their  bye-laws,  such  rewards  and  the  con- 
ditions whereon  the  same  shall  become  due  and  payable,  to  the 
person  or  persons  who  by  his,  b*r  or  tbeir  skill  and  industry,  ac- 
cording to  such  conditions,  become  entitled  to  the  same.  Toe  di- 
rectors, or  a  majority  of  them  shall,  at  such  times  and  places 
as  the  bye-laws  shall  prescribe,  meet  for  the  purpose  of  examin- 
ing the  proofs  and  specimens  of  the  parties  applying  for  such  re- 
wards, and  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  determine 
whether  any  or  either  of  the  applicants  are  entitled  to  the  re- 
wards so  advertised,  according  to  the  conditions  thereto  annexed,  Amount  0f 
tad  to  draw  orders  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  president,  on  rew*rds  how 
the  treasurer  for  the  amount  of  such  rewards,  in  favor  of  the  per-  paid, 
soaor  persoos  to  whom  the  same  shall  have  been  adjudged,  which 
orders  the  treasurer  shall  pay  out  ofthe  monies  in  his  hands,  pro- 
ceeding from  the  said  taxes  and  subscriptions. 

Sect.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  afore- 
*rid>  That  the  president,  vice  presidents,  corresponding  secrets-  ^J**1?.*0 
ry,  treasurer  and  directors  shall  severally  subscribe  a  promise  SJJJJSse  fcc. 
to  be  entered  on  the  book  of  minutes  of  the  society,  that  they  and  v         ' 
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each  of  them  will  well,  truly  and  faithfully  perform  the  dutie* 
of  their  respective  offices,  according  to  the  beat  of  their  iudgment 
and  Skill,  without  feeor  re  ward,  favor  or  partiality;  and  the  treasu- 
rer, before  he  enters  on  the  duties  ot  his  office,  shall  give  bond  with 
one  or  more  sureties,  in  such  penal  sun  as  shall  be  required  by 
the  directors,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
trust  reposed  in  him,  and  Cor  the4 payment  of  alt  monies  that  shall 
come  into  bis  hands  belonging  to  the  said  corporation,  to  such  per- 
son or  persons  as  said  directors  may  order,  or  to  his  successor 
in  office. 

Srct.  8  Jfftd  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid, 
That  in  case  money  inay  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of 
said  society  after  the  payment  of  incidental  etpenoes  and  the 
rewards  which  may  be  adjudged  as  aforesaid,  the  said  corpo- 
ration shall  have  power  to  employ  said  monies  in  providing  a 
place  of  deposit  for  the  books  and  papers,  ami  for  such  imple- 
ments, models  and  specimens  of  various  articles  as  they  may 
think  it  proper  to  collect,  and  such  as  may  be  entrusted  to  their 
care. 

Sect.  9.  And  he  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid, 
That  so  much  of  the  act  entitled,  "An  act  for  the  promotion  of 
agriculture  and  domestic  manufactures*"  passed  the  sixth  dav  of 
March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty,  as  authorises 
the  assessment,  under  provisions  therein  mentioned,  of  certain 
sums  of  money  so  far  as  the  same  may  relate  to  the  city  and 
county  of  Philadelphia,  the  counties  of  Chester,  Montgomery  and 
Delaware,  and  the  act  supplementary  thereto,  passed  the  thir- 
teenth day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty- 
one,  as  are-hereb/  altered,  be  and  the  same  hereby  are  respect- 
ively repealed*  and  whenever  the  county  commissioners,  of 
either  of  the  counties  of  Chester,  Montgomery  tad  Delaware 
shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  eleventh  section  of  this 
act,  so  far  as  the  same  relates  to  their  respective  counties,  then 
to  mtfch  of  the  said  act  of  the  siltb  of  March,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  twenty,  as  authorises  the  assessments,  uoder  provi- 
sions therein  mentioned,  of  certain  sums  of  money,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed  in  such  county,  in  which  the  provisions 
ot  the  said  eleventh  section  of  this  act  are  so  as  aforesaid  com- 
plied with.

to  incorporate  the  first  Presbyterian  Church,  at  Norristown,  ltid  for 
other  purposes. 

Sect.  1 .  BE  U  enacted  by  the  8enate  and  fftnae  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met  and  it  i&  hereby  cnadtea  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  trustees  of  the  Presbyterian  church,  at'Norrrstown, 
in  the  county  of  Montgomery,  and  state  of  Pennsylvania, 
shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  erected  into  one  body  politic 
and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title 
of  "The  trustees  of  the  first  Presbyterian  church  at  Norris- 
town;"  and  by  the  same  name,  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all 
courts  of  law  and  elsewhere,  and  shall  be  able  and  capable, 
in  law  and  equity,  to  have  take  and  to  hold,  to  them  and  their 
successors,  for  the  use  of  the  congregation  of  the  said  church, 
lands  and  tenements  goods  ana  chattels,  whatsoever  kind, 
nature  or  quality,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  which  is-now  ot  shall 
hereafter  oecome  the  property  of  the*  said  congregation,  by 
gift,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  conveyance,  assurance,  will,  devise 
or  bequest,  from  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever,  capable 
of  making  the  same;  and  the  same  to  grant,  bargain,  sell  or

generally  do  all  and  singular  the  matters  and  things  which 
shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  do,  for  the  well  being  and  due  man- 
agement of  the  affairs  thereof:  Provided,  That  the  clear  yearly 
value  or  income  of  said  estates,  shall  not,  at  any  time,  exceed 
two  thousand  dollars. 

Sect  2.  Jind  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.

That  the  commissioners  of  the  several  counties  be  and  they  are  j*  n*e**«d 
hereby  authorised,  to  sell,  at  public  sale,  all  or  any  part  or  J.b^Jj'for 
parts  of  the  unseated  lands  which  .have  been  purchased  for  the  ttge  of 
the  use  of  the  county,  or  which  hereafter  may  be  purchased  the  county 
from  the  treasurers  of  said  counties,  in  pursuance  of  an  act  authorised 
passed  on  the  thirteenth  dav  of  March,  one  thousand  eight t0  be  sold, 
hundred  and  fifteen,  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend  an  act  direc- 
ting the  mode  of  selling  unseated  lands  for  taxes,  and  for 
other  purposes,"  when  the  lands  so  purchased  have  remained 
unredeemed  for  five  years  and  upwards,   for  the  best  price  w  .       - 
that  can  be  obtained  for  the  same.

To  provide  for  the  common  defence,  and  promote  the  gen- 
eral welfare  of  the  people  of  the  United  States,  are  the  great 
objects  for  which  the  government  of  the  Union  is  instituted* 
Among  the  diversiiea  measures  adopted  by  Congress  in  the 
prosecution  of  these  objects,  the  present  tariff  was  establish- 
ed, with  a  partial  view  to  encourage  and  protect  national  in- 
dustry, the  principal  source  of  public  wealth*    But,  in  the 
progress  of  events,  experience  has  fully  demonstrated  the  m<» 
adequacy  of  the  present  rate  of  imposts  to  protect  domestic 
manufactures  against  a  foreign  competition,  enjoying  the  ad- 
vantages of  capital  and  experience,  matured  skill  and  the 
artificial  encouragements  of  premiums  and  bounties,  and  that 
without  additional  protection  from  the  general  government, 
the  country  must  continue  indebted  to  foreign  supply,   for 
even  many  articles  of  manufacture,  immediately  connected 
with  the  defence  and  independence  of  the  nation.

improving  af  the  declaration  of  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
in  fevou  of  the  cause  of  Liberty  in  the  Western  Hemispheie. 


In  a  government  emanating  from  the  will  of  the  people, 
instituted  for  their  benefit  and  administered  for  their  welfare, 
it  is  at  all  time*  their  right  and  often  a  duty  which  they  owe 
to  themselves,  to  express  their  opinions  respecting  the  state 
of  their  public  concerns.  The  same  right  and  duty  attaches 
to  the  representatives  of  the  people,  when  they  are  assembled 
in  their  representative  capacity.  The  present  situation  of 
Europe;  the  avowed  detennination  of  the  Allied  Sovereigns, 
to  .regulate  the  governments  of  their  more  immediate  neigh- 
bors; and  the  probability  that  exists  of  an  improper  inter- 
ference in  the  internal  concerns  of  the  southern  portion  of 
this  hemisphere,  present  a  combination  of  circumstances,  cal- 
culated to  excite  an  extraordinary  degree  of  anxiety  in  the 
minds  of  Americans, 

Our  republican  principles,  we  firmly  believe,  are  consonant 
with  the  unalienable  rights  of  man.  Every  thing,  therefore, 
which  is  calculated,  even  in  a  remote  degree,  to  endanger 
institutions  founded  ofc  those  principles,  we  view  with  the 
deepest  interest  Any  attempt  by  the  allied  sovereigns  of 
Europe,  to  interfere  with  the  internal  regulations  of  those 

S>vernments  in  our  own  hemisphere,  who  have  declared  their 
dependence  and  have  maintained  it  j  and  whose  indepen- 
dence the  United  States  have  on  great  consideration,  and  oo 
just  principles,  acknowledged,  must  be  considered  as  an  in- 
direct attack  up6n  the  glorious  privileges  which  we  enjoy.

RESOLUTION 

KelatWe  to  Uie  imposition,  by  Congress,  of  a  prohibitory  duty  on  saki 
by  auction. 

The  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  yiew  with  concern,  th* 
bill  introduced  into  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  layin: 
a  duty  on  sales  at  auction.  The  principles  upon  which "thi» 
bill  is  introduced,  are  dangerous  to  the  rights  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, As  it  is  obvious  that  the  bill  proposed  to  Con- 
gress is  not  intended  to  add  to  the  revenue  of  Uie  Union,  it 
is  to  effect  a  prohibition  of  sales  at  auction.  How  far  Con- 
gress possesses  the  constitutional  power  to  regulate  the  saJr* 
of  goods,  wares  and  merchandize,  after  they  have  passed  the 
custom  house,  is  a  question  of  vital  importance  to  the  sove- 
reignty of  the  several  states:  a  power  which  Pennsylvania  is 
not  willing  to  concede.  If  the  proposed  bill  should  become  i 
law,  this  state  would  be  deprived  of  an  annual  revenue,  from 
seventy  to  ninety  thousand  dollars.  To  replace  this  sum, 
would  require  new  and  extraordinary  taxes,  oppressive  and 
burthensome  to  her  citizens.  It  is  believed,  that  the  pretext 
for  this  extraordinary  measure,  the  protection  of  domestic 
manufactures,*  is  fallacious;  and  that  instead  of  aiding  the 
manufacturer,  it  would  go  to  enrich  the  wholesale  dealer  or 
commission  merchant,  to  the  general  Injury  of  thfc  communi- 
ty. The  advantages  proposed  to  be  gained  will  bear  no  pro- 
portion to  the  evils  which  would  be  produced  by  the  passage 
of  the  bill.  Its  tendency  is  hostile  to  that  harmony  which  ex- 
ists between  this  state  and  the  Union,  a  harmony  which  ha> 
at  all  thnes  been  the  policy  of  Pennsylvania  to  cherish: 
Therefore, 

RESOLVEB  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representative 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jesembh 
met,  That  our  senators  be  instructed,  and  the  representa- 
tives of  the  people  of  this  state,  in  Congress,  be  requested  to 
use  their  utmost  influence  to  oppose  the  passage  of  the  bill 
now  before  Congress,  imposing  a  prohibitory  duty  on  sales  by 
auction.
